morrow, a remarkable career will be 
brought 
to a close. 
Branham was 


convicted of the murder of his blind 
•wife. 
He is only forty years old, 


but in a score o.f years be has man- 
aged to be" a farmer, trapper, wood- 
man, preacher and twice a murderer. 
About twenty years ago Branham shot 
and killed "Long Henry" Vanover in 
Letcher county, Ky. 
After serving a 


dozen or more years of a ninety-nine 
years' sentence he was given a con- 
ditional pardon by Governor Beck-ham. 
Returning- to his home in Wise county 
he found that his daughter had mar- 
ried during 
his imprisonment, and 


soon there was a row between Bren- 
ham and his son-in-law. In the flght 
that ensued Mrs. Brenham interfered 
and was shot and killed by her hus- 
band. The latter fled to Kentucky, but 
was soon captured 
near Lexington 


and returned to the scene of his crime, 
.-where he was tried and convicted.

Water Will Soon Cease to Flow 


into Nevada's Freshwater Sea 
and Evaporation Will Slowly 
Accomplish the Rest 


Pyramid lake is doomed. That beau- 


tiful lake that 
outspreads 
its blue 


waters over scores of square miles 
is destined to become a dry sea bed. 
A plain of glittering- alkali will re- 
main to evidence- to future generations 
the spot where the waters rippled. 


Tills will happen not next month, 


nor next year, but the end of the inland 
sea will be postponed for more, than 
a century, although a year hence the 
causes that -will bring- about its end 
•will begin their agency. 


The diversion of the -waters of 
the 


Truckee river into the governmental 
canal will cut off all supply of water, 
except 
for the semi-occasion light 


rains that fall in that region. 


Evaporation on the Nevada plains 


is rapid. 
It is estimated that the 


solar hejt licks up four feet of water 
annually. 
Pyramid lake la in places 


600 feet deep and thus fifteen decades, 
a century and a half will elapse before 
tha water disappears, although year 
by year the shores will g-iow smaller 
aa the water recedes. 


While the lake grows smaller it will 


also rapidly increase in brlnyness. 
It 


is only the large volume of the Truckee 
that has been pouring into the lake 
that has kept It comparatively pure, 
and the fact that some centuues ago 
it had an outlet over what is now an 
alkali flat extending many miles to 
the northward and eastward. 


Twenty yeais at the most will suffice 


to kill all the trout and other fish that 
are now so plentiful in the lake. Trms 
the time Is not far distant when the 
eftects of the withdrawal of the water 
•will be plainly evidenced.
